O Watermelon and lemon- 
lime paletas ($3 each) 

at La Mexicana 

Jam-packed with real fruit flavor, these 
water-based popsicles are the most colorful 
way to cool down between sets. 


Greek fries ($6) 

at The Purple Pig 


A deceivingly greasy-spoon treat from the top- 
notch River North piggery, these beer-battered 
fries topped with feta powder, oregano and red 
wine vinegar are a most delicious vehicle for 
moving the star of the show-tangy, refresh- 
ing tzatziki dip made with Greek yogurt, creme 
fraiche, radish, cucumber and lemon Juice-into 
your mouth. 


O The Loaded Chicagoan 

($9) at Franks ‘n'Dawgs 
This brioche bun-swaddled bacon sausage dog 
is locked and loaded with creamy mustard pota- 
to salad, shredded Cheddar cheese, sour cream 
and fresh chives. 


Crack pie ($6) 

at Momofuku Milk Bar 


Hailing from New York, this little slice of heaven 
is a delightful spin on chess pie with a toasted 
oat cookie crust filled with a melt-in-your-mouth 
brown sugar-butter custard that would make 
Paula Deen proud.

corn dog ($7) at Greenridge Farm 
They say everything’s better on a stick, right?

Kim Rhode sees the news on television or social media. Another mass shooting, in 
Aurora, San Bernardino, Newtown, Orlando, Dallas, Baton Rouge. 


For the three-time Olympic gold medalist 
shooter, what comes next has become rou- 
tine. 

“I just wait for my phone to ring,” Rhode 
said. “I know the questions are coming.” 

Shooting is one of the most divisive sports 
in the Olympic program. 

Guns, always a hot-button issue, have been 
thrust even further to the forefront of public 
debate with the spate of mass killings in re- 
cent years. 

Sport shooters are staunch supporters of 
the Second Amendment, given their chosen 
event. Because they are public 
figures, more so during Olympic 
years, they have become targets 
for anti-gun groups. 

Mass shootings exacerbate 
the rift over gun control and of- 
ten put Olympic shooters in the 
crosshairs of hate. 

“It’s unfortunate that we get 
lumped in with that,” said Rhode, 
who is vying to become the first 
American athlete to win medals 
in a sixth straight Games at the 
Rio Olympics. “There has to be 
some kind of reafity” 

When Rhode won her third 
career gold, in skeet at the 2012 
London Games, one of the first 
questions she was asked by media 
was about the theater shooting in 
Aurora, Colo., which occurred a 
few days earfier and left 12 dead. 

Sometimes it goes beyond 
inquiries. Several shooters have 
received death threats, requiring 
extra security in London. 

Trap shooter Corey CogdeU- 
Unrein, wife of Bears defensive 
hneman Mitch Unrein, needed 
extra protection after some- 
one posted hunting videos on 
her Facebook page without her 
knowledge. 

A two-time Olympian, she grew up in Alas- 
ka, where the family hunted for its food, and 
she still hunts. Despite saying she didn’t agree 
with the content of the videos, Cogdell-Un- 
rein received numerous death threats before 
the Olympics. 

After the Beijing Games, where she won 
bronze, people signed a petition to strip her 
of the medal. 

“Unfortunately, there were people who de- 
cided to hone in on me as a public figure at the 
time, and they wanted to push their agenda of 
trying to stop animal cruelty and hunting,” 
said Cogdell-Unrein, who is headed to Rio. 
“Hopefully that will not happen again. If it 


does, I will be better prepared for it this time. 
I definitely don’t support animal cruelty and a 
lot of the things they were saying I was a part 
of” 

As gun laws become stricter, the ability to 
obtain guns and ammunition could become 
much tougher for Olympic shooters. 

In California, where Rhode lives, Gov. Jerry 
Brown recently signed a law requiring back- 
ground checks for anyone purchasing am- 
munition, among other restrictions. Rhode 
burns through up to 1,000 shotgun shells 
a day in training and is concerned how the 
new laws will affect her ability to 
properly prepare. 

“I’m not sure how that’s going 
to work out, how that’s going to 
affect me, what that’s going to 
entail,” she said. “It could make 
things much more difficult for 
me to train.” 

Travel is another issue for 
Olympic shooters. Shooters and 
their liaisons must keep up on 
gun laws, not only for each of the 
50 states, but also for any country 
they may travel to or through for 
competitions. For air gun shoot- 
ers, that sometimes means send- 
ing their air canisters to their des- 
tination ahead of time. 

Even knowing the regula- 
tions doesn’t always make things 
go smoothly Rhode once had a 
flight from San Marino delayed 
for hours after a competition be- 
cause security officials were con- 
cerned she had multiple shotguns 
and ammunition in her luggage. 

Jay Shi, an air gun and pistol 
shooter headed to his first Olym- 
pics, had to wait nearly four hours 
to get cleared into China for a 
competition as security hand- 
counted every bullet. The pro- 
cess was repeated when he left. 

Shi had to stand by another time as a secu- 
rity person took out his pistol to examine it 
because of the strange-looking handle used 
on competition guns. 

“The rule is not to touch the gun, but they 
took it out and were looking at it,” Shi said. 
“I was freaking because now they’re waving a 
gun all around.” 

The issues Olympic shooters face won’t 
subside anytime soon. The debate over gun 
control is a divisive chasm that seems to grow 
deeper with each mass shooting. 

Athletes who use guns for their sport will 
likely always be part of that debate— whether 
they want to be or not.

T here’s one reslaurant 
I ha\ eii’t been able to 
eseape ibis suinmer. 

Every time I ask friends 
where they’d like to grab drinks or 
dinner the answer is almost always 
the same: Mahalo. By now, you too 
have probably heard about the trendy 
new Hawaiian fusion restaurant in 
Wicker Park. The pink neon lights 
and pineapple-clad tropical drinks are 
just too tempting to resist. Throw in 
a 1,000 -square-foot rooftop escape, 
and most Chicagoans are helpless to its 
pull. I stopped in recently to find out 
if the hype is legit or a figment of my 
Instagram-fiieled imagination. 


The scene 

Sea-blue floors, mounted surfboards, pine- 
apple-printed wallpaper and white-washed 
everything are all part of Mahalo’s initial 
charm. The airy space on the first floor is 
only made better when the massive windows 
are opened, allowing for top-notch people- 
watching courtesy of Milwaukee Avenue. The 
crowd itself is filled with rose-sipping, Snap- 
chat-taking 20-somethings vying for a seat at 
the bar. My friend and I joined the club after 
putting our name on the 30-minute wait fist 
with the hostess. After a round of cocktails 
(more on those later), we were escorted to a 
cozy table on the second floor. Decked out in 
matchy-matchy 
decor and string 
hghts, the spa- 
cious dining 
room looked like 
a backdrop for a 
Tommy Bahama 
catalog photo 

shoot— and not in a good way Though the 
decor at Mahalo feels cHche, I have to give 
the team credit for blasting open the space in 
a way that its beloved predecessor Bom BoUa 
did not. There’s a seat in every nook and 
cranny of the place, and you certainly won’t 
hear me complaining about another rooftop 
option in Wicker Park.

The drinks 

Nothing makes me happier than tequila 
and bendy straws, and after spotting both at 
Mahalo, I had sky-high hopes on the booze 
front. I opted for the Hula Kula, a mix of gin, 
green Chartreuse and pineapple and lime 
juices, while my friend went for the Passion- 
ate Margarita (S13 each) with mezeal, triple 
sec, lime juice, demerara syrup, passion fruit 




puree and lava rock salt. While the pre- 
sentation was phenomenal, both cocktails 
ultimately fell flat. Mine turned into a sticky, 
sugar-induced headache that I couldn’t wait 
to finish, and my friend’s margarita tasted like 
a salt lick after five minutes as that fancy lava 
rock salt slid off the rim and into her drink. 
We both agreed to stick with wine the rest of 
the night, and the tailored list of nine by-the- 
glass choices made it easy to pick something 
fast and continue on with conversation. 

The food 

The menu is divided into five user-friendly 
sections: pokes, pupus (appetizers), large 
plates, salads and sides. We started with tuna 
poke ($14), which is topped with green onion, 
macadamia nut, sesame seeds and strips of 
crispy nori. A stack of fried wonton pillows 
accompanied the dish, but I’d be tempted to 
eat the decadent ruby-red hunks of tuna solo 
next time. Nest-Hke coconut shrimp (S15) 



proved to be another tasty starter option 
with fresh coconut, coconut cream sauce, 
tangy mango chutney and cilantro. A side of 
cold macaroni salad ($5) served only to soak 
up booze, but didn’t impress beyond that. 

We opted to spHt the Hull Huli chicken (S18) 
as an entree, which was a good call consider- 
ing the dish could easily feed three hungry 
humans. Though the charcoal-roasted Amish 
chicken was cooked to perfection, a candy- 
hke sweet purple potato puree and coconut 
jus make the whole dish feel unsophisticated. 

Bottom line 

After two disappointing visits to Mahalo, I 
won’t be returning anytime soon. But if the 
neon lights and tropical drinks do pull you in, 
grab a spot at the bar and stick to wine, beer 
and appetizers— if only for the Instagram.

Chipotle says it plans to 
open burger restaurant

Chipotle, still struggling to win back custom- 
ers after a series of food scares, plans to open 
its first burger restaurant this year. 

The chain known forburritos said Thursday 
that it will open a Tasty Made location this fall 
in Lancaster, Ohio. The menu will be limited 
to burgers, fries and milkshakes, it said. 

The opening of the burger concept comes as 
Chipotle Mexican GriU Inc. fights to recover 
from an E. coli outbreak and norovirus cases 
that sent sales plunging at its namesake chain. 
After filing a trademark application for “Better 
Burger” earlier this year, Chipotle had noted 
that it previously said the “Chipotle model” 
could be applied to a wide variety of foods. 

Already, the company has an Asian food 
concept called ShopHouse and a pizza con- 
cept called Pizzeria Locale. If its burger con- 
cept were to expand, it would pose a bigger 
threat to McDonald’s Corp., which previously 
owned a stake in the Denver-based company 



Before its recent setback from the food 
scares, Chipotle had foimd enormous success 
in positioning itself as an alternative to tradi- 
tional fast-food chains. Its success spawned nu- 
merous other “fast-casual” concepts that tout 
better ingredients, or a format where people 
can walk down a line and pick their ingredients. 

McDonald’s has been rolling out a “Create 
Your Taste” program in select restaurants that 
lets customers build their own burgers. The 
company has not said how widely it plans to 
expand that option.

“Bad Moms” is 
mommy porn,

work out great. Add in the fact that it’s 
frequently and genuinely funny— no, 
really— and you have a movie that should 
have moms all over America lining up. 
With lines like “Moms don’t quit! Quit- 
ting is for dads!” how could it not? 

“I’m so tired of trying to be this 
perfect mom,” Amy (Mila Kunis) says 
during a PTA meeting after a particularly 
long day of juggling work and shuttling 


her kids around. “I’m done.” And so she 
quits, embarking with her pals — raunchy 
single mom Carla (Kathryn Hahn, serv- 
ing as the Melissa McCarthy type) and 
spacey stay-at-home mom Kiki (Kristen 
Bell)— on a quest to do less. 

Weirdly it’s just that simple. After 
a night of drinking, Amy wakes up 
hungover and tells her kids to make 
breakfast for themselves. She takes the 
morning off of work to go eat brunch 
and read the newspaper on an outdoor 
patio. Amy can afford to be a “bad mom” 
without worrying about making her 
mortgage payments. 

The biggest problem with “Bad 
Moms” is that the whole thing watches 
like a wish-fulfiUment fantasy devoid 
of the messiness that makes mother- 
hood truly challenging. As the child of a 
do-it-all working mom, it’s infuriating to 
watch Mila Kunis breeze through scene 
after scene with perfect hair and makeup 
whining about how hard it is to be a 
mother. She never even looks tired, let 


alone frizzy and foundation-free! 

So much of the movie is simplistic 
to the point of ignoring reality Amy’s 
husband is a cheater and an idiot, mak- 
ing it easy to dispose of him quickly 
and painlessly (although he offers the 
too-real line, “I haven’t cried since the 
Cubbies lost it all in ’03”). The girls take 
Amy out to get laid, and after we’re sub- 
jected to a lot of “Who me?” ridiculous- 
ness (as if a woman in Mila Kunis’s body 
would ever expect a breathing man to 
turn her down), she hooks up with the 
“hot widower” from her kids’ school. 

He says things like “Can I go down on 
you again?” after they’ve had sex, so he 
definitely seems like a real person. 

“Bad Moms” isn’t interested in the 
darker trials of motherhood. It would 
rather give moms what they want— like a 
spa day in movie form. Is wish fulfill- 
ment a bad thing? Maybe I’d like a movie 
to do justice to the crap my mother went 
through, but perhaps she’d just prefer a 
break from that reality

Mila Kunis is a mess in the 
trailer for “Bad Moms.” She’s 
late to marketing meetings, 
spills lunch all over her suit 
and gets mildly sweaty in an 
exercise class full of women 
in pink sports bras. You know, 
the average pitfalls of mother- 
hood. 

And yet, her “mess” is still 
a remarkably attractive one: 
full makeup, coiffed curls, 
high-end clothing, a clean 
and beautiful home. She’s a nightmare dressed like a 
daydream, as they say 

Who exactly decided that 32-year-old Kunis, 
consistent member of every iteration of the sexiest 
women alive list, was right for this part? What casting 
director thought that it would be believable to have 
a famously gorgeous actress play an unlucky-in-love, 
flirting-incompetent mother? She may be a bad mom, 
but she looks so good doing it. 

I can’t tell which is worse — that we’re already giv- 
ing bored middle-aged mom roles to the Mila Kunises 
of the world, or that the actual middle-aged actresses 
are being shafted in favor of younger, hotter starlets. 

It’s easy to point out that casting a young, beauti- 
ful actress in a midlife crisis-esque motherhood role 
is simply standard Hollywood practice. There’s no 
denying that’s the case. I’m also not saying that there 
aren’t plenty of 32-year-old women raising middle- 
school-aged children out there, or that the stories of 
young mothers should be excluded from this kind of 
narrative. 

But something tells me Kunis wasn’t cast to explore 
those themes, or for any kind of deeper commentary 
on the difficulties of raising kids as a young adult. 
Instead, she’s a suitably wrinkle-free and recognizable 
face that will do well at the box office. 

And that factor is representative of bigger 
problems within the Hollywood casting machine. 

Has Kunis already begun to age out of rom-com 
roles? How many years does she have left before she’s 
supposed to be the mom of college-age kids? Dear 
God, what’s going to happen when she hits 40? 

This is a movie that’s supposed to be made for 
moms, and it’s true that it’s just a silly comedy Still, 

I look at teeny-tiny Mila Kunis, ridiculously out of 
place in a dowdy “mom bra,” and I cringe. 

I think of my own mother— who also raised pre- 
teen children while juggling a full-time job, and had to 
sacrifice so much of herself because of it— and I see 
so very little of her experience reflected in this film. 

I can’t help but feel like that’s a bit of an injustice.

A waste of everyone’s time, unless 
you’re desperate to feel like it’s 2007 


It’s hard to imag- 
ine what pitch got 
Academy Award 
winner Matt Damon 
on board for another 
“Bourne” movie. In 
order to make “Jason 
Bourne,” the fifth 
in the franchise but 
the fourth to star 
Damon, you need a 
new story to tell, a 
new wrinkle to iron 
out. Certainly in the nine years since Jason 
Bourne last graced the big screen, a lot has 
changed— social media is much more preva- 
lent, and privacy is a bigger concern than 
ever before. Both of these cultural shifts are 
addressed in “Jason Bourne,” but they don’t 
modify the DNA of a series that has gone 
completely stale. 


What happens? 

Jason Bourne (Damon) has been off the grid 
for a long time. He’s fighting in shady, un- 
derground rings in Greece until Nicky (Julia 
Stiles— hey, girl, where you been?) brings 
him a flash drive with information about his 
past. Was his father actually the creator of 
the Treadstone program? Bourne sets out to 
find out more about his father and his own 
recruitment into the program, clashing with 
CIA agent Heather Lee (Alicia Vikander) and 
director Robert Dewey (Tommy Lee Jones). 

What’S good? 

Director Paul Greengrass hasn’t forgot- 
ten how to direct a “Bourne” movie. A lot 
has changed since 2007, but “Jason Bourne” 
replicates the style of the original trilogy to 
the point that the film is transportive. The 
fight scenes and car chases are just as they 
always were; the shaky cam and quick pans as 


confident as ever. Damon knows how to play 
Bourne, but there’s not much for him to do 
here with fewer than 30 lines. 

What’S had? 

“Jason Bourne” suffers desperately from a 
lack of creativity and even effort. The whole 
thing is a retread, with no new story or idea to 
propel the audience through action sequence 
after action sequence. Everything— from the 
clunky dialogue to the fact that the flash drive 
actually has the word “Encrypted” spelled out 
in huge letters on it— is mindless and cheap. 
Vikander is a talented actress, but even she 
can’t make her poorly drawn character work 
(or do an American accent, apparently). 

Final verdict 

If you’re desperate to feel like it’s 2007, 
fine, but otherwise this movie is waste of 
everyone’s time.

‘Stranger Things’ creators 
tease ‘sequel’ second season

“Stranger Things,” the nostalgia-spinning 
Netflix series that won the hearts and Twitter 
accounts of many, could be back for another 
season. And the creators, brothers Matt and 
Ross Duffer, already have a plan for what’s 
next should Netflix give them the green light. 

The series, streaming now, is about a group 
of kids who encounter a monster that ab- 
ducts one of their friends, spurring the kid 
gang into action. Walkie-talkies, midnight 
bike rides, knee-high athletic socks and 
government conspiracies abound. It’s “E.T” 
meets “Goonies” meets “Stand by Me” and all 
that other fun, old-time sentimentaflty that 
hits at the heart of the internet. And now the 
world wants more, and the Duffer brothers 
are ready to give it to them, as long as Netflix 
says that’s OK. 

During the 2016 Television Critics Associa- 
tion summer press tour, the brothers spilled a 
few details. 

“We kind of hint about where we might 
go at the end of the season,” Matt Duffer 
said in a post-panel scrum. “Will [played by 
Noah Schnapp] was living in this upside- 
down other dimension for about a week. The 
repercussions of that can’t be good. And the 
inter-dimensional rift— at least how we left 
it— is still very much open. So that also can’t 
be good. So it’s exploring that. We want to 
retain the tone. But I think all our favorite se- 
quels feel a little different. It’s not about just 
another monster comes and it’s a bigger, bad- 


der monster. We want it to feel a little bit dif- 
ferent, maybe a little bit darker, but still have 
the sense of fun.” 

But don’t expect the same kind of fast-paced 
feel in the hoped-for “Stranger Things 2.” 
“[In the first season} Will is taken within the 
first 10 minutes. In the first scene with Joyce 
[played by Winona Ryder}, she realizes her 
son is gone. We’re excited about that, if we 
get the chance to go back, the idea of where 
you can sort of ramp up more and more and 
more. Where Joyce isn’t at an ii from the be- 
ginning,” Ross Duffer said. 

“It’s going to have a very different struc- 
ture,” Matt said. 

The duo hasn’t started writing the new epi- 
sodes yet. However, there are two things they 
wish to keep consistent. First, the number 
of episodes: Season i consisted of only eight 
installments, each with a running time of 
45 to 55 minutes. “Eight feels manageable, 
and it feels more like a movie,” Matt said. 
“We don’t feel like we have to tread water.” 

The second is the adorable kid cast. “We 
realized that we were falling in love with 
these characters and that the audience would 
fall in love with these characters,” Ross said. 
“The plan would be to treat it like a sequel, 
where maybe there’s different tension, of 
course, but at the same time staying with 
these characters for a little bit longer. I think 
you’ll reach a point eventually where you’re 
saying, ‘Why don’t these people leave this 
town?’ ” he said with a laugh.

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Harry Potter fans less likely to support you know who

A new study suggests that Republican 
presidential nominee Donald Trump might 
struggle with one particular voting bloc 
this fall: Harry Potter readers. 

In December, after Trump proposed his 
ban on Muslims entering the United States, 
a flood of social-media users began com- 
paring him to Lord Voldemort, the evil Pot- 
ter nemesis who believed that non-wizards 
were an inferior group, an obvious allegory 
to white supremacy Even the author of the 
series, J.K. Rowling, piled on in a tweet: 

“How horrible. Voldemort was nowhere 
near as bad.” 

Now a study out of the University of 
Pennsylvania has found evidence that being 
a Potter fan may make a person less likely 
to be a Trump fan. And the reasons for that 
run much deeper than just the unflattering 
comparisons to the books’ villain. (Though 
that plays a role.) 

The lead researcher, Diana Mutz, direc- 
tor of Penn’s Institute for the Study of Citi- 
zens and Politics, defined the main themes 


of the wildly popular series as “the value of 
tolerance and respect for difference; op- 
position to violence and punitiveness; and 
the dangers of authoritarianism.” Debate 
around those topics has been rife this year 
given the tone ofTrump’s presidential cam- 
paign. 

Even after controlUng for variables such 
as party identification, gender, education 
level, age, evangelical self-identification 
and social-dominance orientation, the 
study found that the more Harry Potter 
books people read, the less inclined they 
were to support Trump’s candidacy 

Mutz believes that rooting for Potter 
and his friends as they stand up for the less 
fortunate, fight discrimination and stop 
Voldemort’s takeover of the world might 
seep into the readers’ consciousness and 
instill values in conflict with the messages 
of the Trump campaign. 

In her research paper, she compares 
Voldemort’s desire to cleanse the world 
of non-wizards to Trump’s proposed ban 
on Muslims entering the country She also 


compares Trump’s strongman persona to 
the series’s antagonist. 

Taking the comparison further, she 
writes, “Just as He-Who-Must-Not-Be- 
Named gains power from having others 
refer to him, is Trump’s appeal likewise a 
function of nonstop media fascination and 
repetition?” 

The results of the study came from a poll 
of a nationally representative sample of 
1,142 Americans. Mutz asked them about 
their exposure to Harry Potter, their atti- 
tudes on torture, their feelings on the treat- 
ment of Muslims and gays, and their opin- 
ion ofTrump. Of all of those, reading Harry 
Potter books seemed to have the greatest 
effect on the level of support for Trump. 
Eor each book in the series people read, 
the study found, it lowered their opinion of 
Trump by about two or three points on a 
lOO-point scale. 

“This may seem small,” Mutz said, “but 
for someone who has read all seven books, 
the total impact could lower their estima- 
tion ofTrump by 18 points out of 100.”
